“The schools suffer an almost irreparable 
loss through the resignation of Mr. Howland. 
He enjoyed the fullest confidence of the teach- 
ersand parents. He made the schools what 
they are. He is a kindly ana scholarly man, 
upright. sincere, and the very soul of honor. 
All his old pupils, and their name is legion in 
this city, love and honor him. I most sincere- 
ly regret his resignation and as sincerely hope 
that he will return from his contemplated 
trip abroad restored in health and spirits, and 
that very soon.” - 

Mr. Nettelhorst had a protracted interview 
with Mr. Lane last evening after he received 
Mr. Howland’s resignation. The interview 
was fairly satisfactory to the President of the 
School Board, who is outspoken in his prefer- 
ence for Mr, Lane as the successor of Mr. 
Howland. 

„1 hope,” said Mr. Nettelhorst, that we 

will be able to induce Mr. Lane to accept the 
Superintendency as the successor of Mr. How- 
land. He is just the man for the place. He 
isa ripe scholar, a thorough-going school- 
master, and a first rate business-man. He is 
just the man we need. 
He enioys. the confi- 
dence of the public, and 
is a broad-ga Chi- 
cagoan. He der- 
stands the school sys- 
tem intimately. 

“Iam for Mr. Lane 
for Superintendent, , 
and in favor of offering 
him such a salary as 7 
will induce him to ac- 
cept. His present sal- 
ary is $5,000 per an- 
num, but he is also en- 
titled to some fees MES.

At all the recent na- 
tional convertions her addresses on school 
government and educational topics have at- 
tracted attention. She is resourceful, full of 
suggestions, and brilliant. She will probablz 
have the support of the women members of 
the board and of others also.

GEORGE HOWLAND’S CAREER,

A Patriotic and Eminent Superinte 
How He Was Elected. 

George Howland has been over eleven years 
in the position of Superintendent. His elec- 
tion to the place Aug. 25, 1880, was a surprise 
not only to himself, but to the public. His 
name had been suggested for the place some 
months before in an educational journal 
edited by the late Jeremiah Mahuney under 
the caption, “* Why Not Howland!“ 

Duane Doty, who had been brought from 
Detroit, was then Superintendent of Schools. 
He did not command the confidence of the 
teachers or the parents. Mr. Doty was great- 
ly surprised to find himself superseded. 

Nine members of the board, Melville E. 
Stone, William Vocke, E. G. Keith, A. C. 
Bartlett, Thomas Brenan, James Frake, M. 
A. Delaney, Paul O. Stensland, and Gen. I. 
N. Stiles, held a caucus in the afternoon and 
decided to drop Doty and take up Howland, 
When the board met in the evening John C, 
Richberg named Doty for Superintendent, 
expecting that he would be elected without 
opposition. Mr. William Vocke nominated 
Mr. Howland to the astonishment of Mr, 
Richberg and Mr. Doty. The ballot resulted 
as follows: Howland 9, Doty 4, and 1 blank. 
Mr. Howland was declared elected and what 
has been called the golden era of the Chi- 
cago schools was entered on. 

Mr. Howland had for twenty years bofore 
been principal of the Chicago High School. 
Three-fourths of all the teachers in 
the school had been bis pupils 
and they were devoted to him. He had their 
implicit confidence and their affectionate re- 
gard. He entered on his duties with diffi 
dence, but he was encouraged at the zeal 
manifested by his old pupils in the work of 
the schools under his superintendence. Con- 
fidence was at once restored. The schools en- 
tered on their most successful period. Their 
excellence has been acknowledged and their 
fame has grown. The teachers found in Mr. 


Howland a good adviser and a resourceful 


and competent educator. Each year since 
1880 the schools have made progress, and 
teachers and pupils will learn with sincere 
sorrow that failing health obliges Mr. How- 
land to retire. 

A Tribute from an Associate. 


A gentleman, who has long been associated 


with Mr. Howland in the educational field, 
said yesterday: I believe George Howland 
to be in all essentials the furemést school 
superintendent in the country. I shall not be 


surprised if he resigns. Early last fall he 


frequently expressed a desire to go abroad, 
and in that connection the rumor was current 
that he would this fall ask for a year’s leave 
of absence. Whether this is preliminary to 
his final retirement or not Ido not know. If 
in no other direction he should be remem- 
bered as the man who’ has persistently 
Americanized our public schools. I mean, 
that he has diverted the public school from 
the craze which tetided to establish foreign 
methods. He has made the study of the English 
language the paramount consideration. He 
believed it the leading province of the public 
school to perfect children in the use of the 
mother tongue. He has made it possible for a 
foreign child to enter our schools and when 
retiring to speak the. English language as 
clearly and as correctly as any of the 

born. In this he has . the pupil 
and has inculcated a spirit of patriotism and 
a scope of intelligence which cannot but re- 
dound to the credit and benefit of the coun- 
try. George Howland is a patriot. His man- 
agement of public schools has been emi- 
nently wise, and, notwithstanding the varied 
complexions of the boards which have come 
and gone since his incumbency, he has been 
invariably sustained. He retires with no 
shadow to darken the brightness of his long 
service.“ 

Mr. Howland is a native of Conway, Frank- 
lin County, Mass. His father, William Avery 
Howland, and his mother, Hannah Morton 
Howland, were natives of New England, and, 
at the time of George Howland’s birth, lived 
onafarm. The son devoted his leisure hours 
to the acquisition of such knowledge as was 
within his reach, Later, asa young man, he 
entered Williston Seminary. East Hampton, 
aud afterwards Amherst College, from which 
Howland 
returned to Amherst, and, as tutor and in- 
instructor in Latin and French, was connected 
with the college for five years. In December, 
1857, Mr. Howland arrived in Chicago, and the 
January following was elected a teacher in 
the High School. He held this position until 
July, 1860, when he was elevated to the Prin- 
cipalship. After twenty years of work in the 
public schools of the city he was elected to 
the position of Superintendent of Schools, 
July, 1880. In 1879 he was elected a trustee 
of Amherst College ard was reslected in 1884. 
In 1881 he was appointed a member of the 
Illinois State Board of Education and in 1883 
was elected President of the board. 


HOWLAND'S POSSIBLE SUCCESSOR. 
ee ae 
Something About the Lives of Those Who 
Are Mentioned for the Position. 

Capt. Albert R. Sabin, one of the Assistant 
Superintendents of Schools, was born at Sax- 
ton’s River, Windhain County, Vt., Sept. 30, 
1837. His boyhood days were passed on the 
farm, . He entered Middlebury College, Ver- 
mont, and would have graduated in the class 
of 1863, but at the end of his junior year, 1862, 
he responded to the eall for troops by raising 
a company in Addison County, Vermont, 
which becamea part of the Ninth Vermont 
Infantry. The regiment, under command of 
Col. Miles, was captured at Harper’s Ferry, 
and, the whole garrison bemg paroled, was 
sent to Annapolis, Md., and from there to 
Kansas to fight against the. Indians, who were 
then on the warpath. The regiment came to 
Chicago and was there mustered out, the In- 
dian troubles having subsided. 

At Camp Douglas Capt. Sabin resigned his 
commission and settled in Chicago. Nov. 9, 
1863, he was employed as a teacher at the old 
Dearborn School, then opposite McVicker’s 
Theater, where he remained two years. His 
next school position was that of Principal of 
the Newberry School. which he held for five 
years, and in 1869 was appointed Principal of 
the Franklin School, 

The fire of 1871 destroyed the Franklin 
School, and for the remainder of the scholas- 
tic year Mr. Sabin taught in the Douglas 
School. During the two following years he 
was teacher of the classics in the high school. 
and for the five years following was Principal 
of the Lake Forest Academy. Two years 
later he was a professor at Lake Forest Uni- 
versity, and for four years thereafter was Su- 
perintendent of Schools in Lake County. 
At the expiration of his term in Lake County 
he returned to Chicago and became Principal 
of the Kinzie School, ‘and, after the death of 
Norton W. Boomer, was appointed Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, his — posi- 
tion.

JUSTICE MILLER HANGED IN EFFIGY. 


Young People at Lake Bluff String a Dum- 
my Up to a Tree and Then Burn It. 

Justice Miller, who fined the boys at Lake 
Bluff who were charged with breaking into 
the Rockland school-house, was hanged in 
effigy at Lake Bluff last evening, and then the 
body was burned, 

There were much whispering and conspiring 
among the young people during the evening, 
and at 9 o’clock a crowd of them appeared 
bearing a dummy which was placarded as 
Justice Miller. They marched through the 
hotel and around the grounds, and finally 
halted at the lake shore, where. amid the 
groans and jeers of the large crowd which had 
by this time collected there, the supposed 
justice was hung to a tree. The torch was 
then applied and the body publicly cremated. 
The young folks were not alone in this appar- 
ently, for here and there in the darkness could 
be discerned the forms of men and women. 

The strife between the campers and the 
country people is growing somewhat exciting 
in several ways. It was supposed that the 
matter was satisfactorily settled at the trial 
Monday evening by assessing a small fine 
upon the boys, but that seems to have irritat- 
ed the matter only the more, although a few 
of the parents were satisfied. E. A. Wood, 
whose daughter, Miss Jessie Wood, was in- 
cluded in the original criminal complaint of 
maliciously destroying publie property, for 
which the penalty is not to exceed one year’s 
imprisonment or a 8100 fine, claims 
that his daughter was not at the 
schoolhouse at the time the mischief 
was done. When the case came up Monday 
evening the complaint was changed to that of 
disorderly conduct, and only the boys were 
included. Mr. Wood was present at the trial 
and took occasion after the case was over to 
tell Justice Miller, the trustees, and others 
what position they occupied in his estimation, 
which they did not regard as complimentary. 
The Justice got mad and threatened to put 
Mr. Wood under arrest for contempt. Mr. 
Wood said regarding it last evening: 

wish they had gone on with the criminal 
charge. I am not through wien this matter 
yet. I don’t know until I consult an attorney 
what I can or will do, but rest assured it is 
not over.“ 

The feeling against Justice Miller 1s quite 
strong among many of the campers, who 
claim he showed partiality in his action in the 
matter.

the market. The rubber shoe trade suffered 
most severely, as more. than half the crude 
rubber imported here is used by rubber shoe 
men.

OUTWITTED BY SECRETARY FOSTER. 


He Replenishes the Treasary Gold Supply 
at the Expense of New York Bankers. 
New York, Aug. 26.—[Special.]—When Sec- 

retary Foster found the gold supply in the N a- 

tional Treasury running low, with the 44 per 

cents due Sept. 1, he was puzzled to know 
how to replenish the supply. The express 
companies charged 75 cents on $1,000 for ship- 
ping currency from the East to the West, and 
when the demand began to come into the 

New York banks ‘from the Western 

cities for money to move the great crops all 

the shipment were at first made that way.

to the Western Banks that the Treasury De- 

partment would ship money to gny part of 
the West for 15 cents per $1,000. Therefore 
the Western banks accompanied every draft 
on a New York bank with an order 
to ship through the Treasury, When 
the New York banks went to the 
Subtreasury in Wall street to deposit 
money for shipment they found to their 
surprise that Assistant Treasurer Roberts in- 
sisted on the deposit of gold coin or gold cer- 
tificates. When asked if the Seeretary had 
issued an order to that effect Mr. Roberts 
admitted that there had been no official order, 
but he said: It was the practice.“ The 
bankers called Mr. Roberts’ attention to the 
fact that it was an entirely new practice to in- 
sist upon all gold for such shipments, but the 

Assistant Treasurer was obdurate. 

The bankers protested, but there was no 
help for them. The result has been that every 
New York bank which has received during the 
last two months an order for currency to 
supply a Western bank has been obliged to 
deposit against 1 either gold coin or gold 
certificates in the public treasury in Wall 
street. Then the government, instead of send- 
ing the gold to the West, has simply put it 
in the vaults and sent out a telegraphic order 
to the Subtreasury at Chicago, or the nearest 
government depository to the bank wanting this 
money, to transmit to the bank legal tenders. 
So successful has this policy been that the gold 
reserves in the National Treasury have in- 


ereased about $12,000,000 in about six weeks. 


June 30 the supply of gold in the Treasury 
aggregated $117,667,721.. At present the total 
is $129,402,927. Meantime the gold reserves 
in the New York banks have failen so low 
through this strong drain that many bank 
officers have become somewhat alarmed. 
There is no doubt that serious action by the 
bankers .n that direction would have been at- 
tempted had it not been for the action of Sec- 
retary Foster today. He had kept his eye 
upon the New York banks, and, finding them 
‘growing restive, he determined. to throw them 
a rope. He privately communicated with 
National Treasurer Roberts, and today, when 
bankers sent to the Subtreasury to make 
the currency shipments to the eee 
they were pleased to be informed by the 
suave Mr. Roberts that the practice of 
the — had been changed and that 
the Treasury would accept one-half gold and 
one-half legal tender.

But about 90 
percent of the Iowa corn is consumed in 
Iowa, being used mainly in the feeding of live 
stock. The corn cannot be looked on as a 
finished product disposed of by the farmer, 
but as a raw material which he converts into 
beef, pork, horses, etc. So in order to find 
the farmer’s true profits or losses it is neces- 
sary to find how much he got for his hogs, his 
cattle, and his horses. If the Commissioner 
wishes to collect some really valuable statis- 
tics he should ascertain the total value of 
everything produced in the State, whether 
consuined at home or sent away, and make 
his deductions for wages, interest, living ex- 
penses, Ste., from thas total. 

The second mistake of the Commissioner is 
in his method of averaging. He takes the sum 
which has to be expended per acre to raise 
50 bushels of corn and assumes that the same 
amount of money is expended by those who 
raise but 20 bushels tothe acre. Instead of 
giving the total number of bushels grown on 
the land where the cogt of production was $8 
and $10 an acre, and the total number on the 
$5 and $6 an acre land, he has lumped them to- 
gether and made a false average. Where the 
larger sum was spent per acre, the yield more 
than justified it. Every 50 cents extra over 
the lower outlay produced a dollar's worth 
more corn. Where $10 was paid out the re- 
turn was 60 bushels, which at 22 cents a bushel 
is $13.20, 

The last few years have not been encour- 
aging ones for the Iowa farmers. Their sur- 
pluses in corn and wheat have brought very 
low prices. Foreign markets for their pork 
have been closed by unfriendly German and 
French legislation based on assertions known 
to be untrue. Against such legislation, how- 
ever, Gov. Boies and his fellow-Democrats 
have made no protests and have taken no 
Steps to secure its repeal.’ They have even 
fought the reciprocity policy which had that 
end in view. But while the Iowans have 
made but little during the last ten years, they 
have not been dome business at a loss and are 
not out $64,000,000 as the result of a decade of 
hard work.“ The day of very small profits has 
gone by, however, thanks to Mr. Blaine and 
not to Gov. Boies. New warkets are opening 
for Iowa flour and pork in the Latin-American 
countries, and the surpluses of these products, 
no matter how large they may be, will find a 
prompt and profitable sale there. 


GROWTH OF POPULATION. 

Emil Levasseur, a professor at the Parisian 
College of France and a member of the 
French Institute, has completed a work in 
three volumes on “Demography,” a term 
which may be supposed to mean much the 
same thing as vital statistics,” though in- 
tended to apply to a research which is more 
comprehensive. The first two volumes are 
published, and the third is sent to the United 
States for translation and reading at the forth- 
coming Social Science meeting in Saratoga. 
It discusses the laws of population and the 
equilibrium of nations, the exploded theory 
of Malthus, and the true theory of human in- 
crease under different conditions, including 
those of migration and paupenism. 

The author denies in toto the antithesw cf 
progressions which is the basis of the supposed 
law of Malthus. The experience of recent 
times has not verified it. The general law of 
productiveness does not correspond to his 
law.“ The animals which furnish food for 
man are all more prolific than man, and the 
plants in general produce more fruit than the 
animals bear young. The means of reproduc- 
tion are multiplied all the more liberally 
when the species ia of inferior organization 
and its germs are exposed to greater risk of 
destruction. It is not germs that nature lacks, 
but the means of bringing them to fruition. 
Did Malthés ever see the human race in any 
part of the world multiply in geometri- 
cal progression? The United States is cited 
as a country in which the race has 
increased with great rapidity. But it has 
dune so because the increase in population is 
the combined result of immigration stimu- 
lated by peculiar conditions and the great 
fertility of the soil. The population of Eu- 
rope, rising since the beginning of this cent- 
ury from 175 to 360 millions, has only 
doubled. And it may be added in support of 
Levasseur’s argument that the recent census 
returns show the rate of increase in this coun- 
try is diminishing, while it is also less than a 
few decades ago in several sections of Europe, 
in spite of the improvements in sanitary 
science which have much increased the aver- 
tes eee civilized lands.

These arguments are in line with tne posi- 
tion recently stated by Tun TD, that the 
world is not menaced by insufficiency of food. 
This was supported by reference to the now 
admitted fact that the rate of human increase 
is diminishing in those countries which have 
been submitted to the census test, and that 
there are searcely limitable possibilities open 
in the way of increasing the production of the 
cereals and other things «used as food for 
human beings. But dissent from the conclu- 
sions of Malthus does not necessarily involve 
condemnation of the man. He reasoned well 
from the incom plete array of facts at his com- 
mand, and did good service if in nothing more 
than openmg up a field for investigation in 
which those who came after him would be 
able to negative his results as the first step in 
the work of improving upon them. 


CABINET CHANGES IN ENGLAND. 

The death of Postmaster-General Raikes 
doubtless will lead to the long-promised re- 
construction of the Tory Cabinet. Mr. Raikes 
was not a member of the Cabinet, but the 
changes in the ministry consequent on his 
death necessarily must affect it. There are 
two vacancies in the ministry now, the one 
caused by the death of Mr. Raikes, the other 
by the promotion of Mr. Robertson, the 
Scotch Lord-Advocate to the vacant Scotch 
Lord-Justiceship as the successor of Lord 
Glencorse, There will be a general shifting 
around as a consequence. Sir John Gorst 
will doubtless be made Postmaster-General, 
and some minor person will be given his Un- 
der Secretaryship. Some Scotch lawyer will 
the place rendered vacant 
by Mr. Robertson's promotion. Mr. 
Smith wil be shelved in the House 
of Lords, and so on. The changes which 
now are rendered imperative would have been 
made long ago but for ‘the uncertain temper 
of the Tory constituencies. Under the con- 
stitutional custom prevailing in England 
when ¢ member of Parliament accepts an offi- 
cial position under the crown he vacates his 
seat, and if he wishes to remain in the Com- 
mons he must seek reélection. Promotion 
from one position to another, except in the 
eases of the law offices, also necessitates a 
new election. Thus, if Sir John Gorst be- 
comes Postmaster-General, he will have to 
seek reélection at Chatham, where the Tory 
majority was only 700 in a vote exceeding 
8,000 in 1886. The Tories in selecting their 
new men must be careful to take them from 
among those who have what are ealled safe 
seats. Whatever the changes, there will be a 
number of, contested elections, for in the 
present temper of the Liberals the election of 
a Tory in any constituency outside the uni- 
versities is not likely to pass unchallenged. 
Mr. Raikes’ seat for Cambridge University 
will as a matter of course fall to some dry-as- 
dust Tory. But Mr. Robertson’s seat for 
Buteshire will be bitterly fought for. The 
Tories won it in 1885 by 264 votes only, and 
the Liberals think they will win it this year. 
Those elections growing out of the reconstruc- 
tion of the Salisbury ministry may precipitate 
a general election. 


COTTON AND WHEAT TRUSTS. 
A report from Columbia, S. C., indicates 
the formation of a resolve to control if not to 
corner the cotton crop of the United States. 


In its present shape the proposal is simply to 


hold off the market all the cotton produced 
this year in excess of 6,500,000 bales, and by 
thus shortening the supply to send up the 
market to 10 or 11 cents per pound from the 8 
cents which has been the rule for several 
weeks past. The excess above the quantity 
named is what has depressed the market so 
much from the average price of recent years 
and actually made a large crop worth less in 
selling value than a much smaller one would 
have been. This undisputed fact lends inter- 
est to the inquiry of what chance there is 
likely to be for success in the effort to control 
the holding of the surplus. 

The average yield of cotton in the States is 
about 7,000,000 bales of 440 pounds each, and 
that of all other countries combined scarcely ex- 
ceeds 2,500,000 bales. Hence our cotton growers 
produce nearly three-fourths of the entire sup- 
ply of cotten im average years, and perhaps 
have exceeded that proportion on the latest 
crop. In addition to that fact the quality of 
the American cotton is superior to that grown 
in any other country, mach of which is of 
comparatively little value, and used only in 
admixture with the American product. Hence 
it would seem to be an easy matter for 
sufficient capital and adequate brains to 
control the supply up to the point of 
making the manufacturer pay at least 
a fair price for the article, but it is 
open to serious question if this could 
be done through an alliance of producers, 
each of whom was pledged to work on a plan 
laid down by officials and sell only at such 
times and price as those officiala might direct. 
There is a great difference between getting 
several hundred thousand men scattered 
through six or eight States to vote unani- 
mously for a measure and inducing them to 
act it out, it such action occupy some months 
and at times threatens to be a losing one. 
Whatever the quantity determined to be held 
over, it would haveto be apportioned among 
many, and unless they had some guarantee 
against loss some would always be found 
ready to sell out in advance of the rest. Prob- 
ably, therefore, the desired reserve or hold- 
ing back would have to be performed by a 
small number of capitalists, able to buy and 
retain, if at all, 

The difficulty would be vastly greater in the 
case of wheat. Our cropof that cereal averages 
barely a quarter of the whole supply, and this 
year will not exceed a third part, while its 
power is still further teduced by the fact that 
large quantities of rye should be added to the

This deplorable outcome of the poor relief 
method of Hartford is due to the abuses which 
were easily made possible in its operation. 
The nature of these abuses is thus indicated in 


the summary of the report: 
Aid is given to these that do not need it = to 
those that abuse it. Orders for groceries are sup- 


restored, furnished 
with new clothing, set at work for a while, 
and then allowed to take their departure. 
After enjoying their liberty and pawning their 
clothes they return and repeat the round. One 
of the worst of these cases was that of an old 
soldier who ‘enjoyed a pension of $4 a month. 
Another who received only a pittance of % a 
month from the government, although able to 
work, succeeded in obtaining in one year from the 
tender-hearted authorities of Hartford five coats, 
nine pairs of trousers, seventeen undershirts, as 
many shirts and pairs of drawers, ten pairs of shoes 
and two of boots, and many other articles of 
clothing. It is not surprising that there is a 


| problem of pauperism when all this encourage- 


ment is given to paupers. 

The failure of the Hartford method is due 
to the fact that it relieves want merely as 
want without supplying any incentive to per- 
sonal effort or work. It makes pauperism 
not only easy but profitable. Wise old Ben 
Franklin once expressed this opmion: 1 
think that the best way of doing good to the 
poor is not makmg them easy in poverty but 
leadmg or driving them out of it.“ Experi- 
ence has demonstrated the truth of the old 
philosopher’s theory: It is the right and prac- 
tical method. Wiirnish the poor an opportu- 
mity to earn their living and then withdraw 
all gratuity or relief from those who are able 
to support themselves by labor and the 
problem is solved; at least there will 
be no more voluntary paupers and 
the ranks of the lazy vagrants and 
tramps will be thinned out. Pauperism 
spreads like a deadly contagion when those in- 
disposed to work can get a living out of others 
by merely asking for it or by sitting down in 
a doleful manaer and idly waiting for the re- 
lief which they are sure will come. Loaferiam 
and beggary are among the innate vices of 
mankind, They are the most easily encour- 
aged and the most certain to increase when 
there 1s not only no penalty attached to them 
but absolute encouragement is offered by un- 
wise methods of so-called relief. The more 
that is given to this class without being 
earned the more it will ask for, and what it at 
first expects as the outcome of unwise gen- 
erosity it will soon demand as an absolute 
right. The only | rational and practical solution 
of the problem* of pauperism is, first, to fur- 
nish the pauper with work and compel him to 
labor, and, second, to withdraw all relief from 
those who are strong or healthy enough to 
earn their living. Such a system as this would 
soon reduce the number of able-bodied 
tramps, loafers, and vagrants who will not 
work so long as there are persons who will 
furnish them with food, clothes. and money 
without expecting them to earn any portion of 
their subsistence. 


THE BALTIMORE TAILORS AND ‘THE RUS- 
SIAN JEWS. 
Tux Tann stated the other day that the 


Russian Jews were pouring into this country | 


more rapidly than the labor market wae able 
to absorb them, and that as a large number of 
them went into the tailoring business it was 
likely that a protest would soon be heard 


from those previously engaged in doing the 


work when they found themselves being 
underbid by the cheaper labor of the new- 
comers. The complaint has come and the 
Treasury Department has been appealed to 
by a Baltimore labor organization made up 
chiefly of men who work for the ready-made 
clothing establishments of the city. They 
say: 

The admission of the numerous Russian immi- 
grants into this city has taken employment away 


Americans to accept. 
It will not be long before similarcom 
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because the latter are satisfied to live after 


that fashion they can underbid in the labor 
market those who are accustomed to living in 
a decenter manner and who are unwilling to 
change for the worse, It ought to be easy 
now for these Baltimoreans to see that but for 
the shelter afforded by protection they would 
feel the pressure of this foreign competition 
in all trades, and not merely in one or two. 
But for protection they would feel the compe- 
tition of the poorly housed, fed, and clothed 
Europeans at every point. And they have 
owned up that they cannot meet that compe- 
tition—that it has driven them out of the 
tailoring business in a very short time. 

Nor is it true, as it has been asserted, that 
the effect of a protective tariff has been to 
force any great number of skilled workmen

Arras all the outcry about the ruinous ef- 
fect of the McKinley law on German indus- 
try, and the wild talk about getting up a com- 
mercial boycott of the United States, it is re- 
freshing to find one German paper—the Co- 
logne Zeitung—which talks sensibly on the 
subject. Speaking of the depressed state of 
the cotton-spinning industry in Saxony, it 
says that while the McKinley bill and the poor 
condition of the markets all the world over af. 
fected it injuriously, yet the chief cause of the 
present troubles was the unwise course of the 
manufacturers themselves, When they were 
doing very well a few years ago they set to 
work to increase their output as much as pos- 
sible. They put machines and often capital 
at the disposal of simple stocking-weavers. 
Peasants, butchers, bakers, and their wives 


were set at work. This led to an overproduc- 


tion. As prices fell*these small producers, 
who never ought to have been in the business, 
made desperate efforts to keep their heads 
above water, cut prices ana wages, and hurt 
the larger manufacturers seriously. In short, 
the business was overdone, and there would 
have been distress in Saxony had there been 
no McKinley law. But the manufacturers 
und it easier to charge up their present 
troubles to American * than to their 
own blunders.

FROST HAS NOT AFFECTED THE WHEAT. 


Result of Inquiries Made in North Dakota 
Fields—Corn Has Suffered. 

Granp Fons, N. D., Aug. 26.—[Special. ]— 
A committee of the Business-Men’s Associa- 
tion of Grand Forks has made telegraphic 
communications and had personal conversa- 
tion with farmers throughout Grand Fork, 
Walsh, Pembina, Cavalier, Nelson, Ramsey, 
and Towner Counties and has thoroughly in ves- 
tigated the frost question in the State. The sit- 
uation can be summed up as follows: The 
frost of Sunday morning was a light one. 
Wheat escaped except in a few localities 
where the wheat was green and yet in the 
milk. In mary fields that have been touched 
the berry is plump and of good color, so that 
it is entirely problematical. as to that kind 

wheat, if there was any damage at all. 
Only when such wheat reaches the ripe state 
can it be decided. In some strips of country 
the. tenderest kinds of vegetables were not 
touched; in other strips vegetabies were 
blackened and corn wilted. The Red River 
Valley has suffered less in its wheat fields 
than the corn fields of Southern Dakota, 
Southern Minnesota, and Northern Iowa, or 
7 cranberry marshes and tobacco fields of 

isconsin. At no place north of Grand 
Forks did the thermometer register lower than 
31°.

The Dominion ernment May Permit 
Im portation for the Purpose of Slaughter. 
Wasurnenton, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special. ]— 

At an early date it is probable that the Cana- 

dian Government will permit the importation 

of live American cattle to be slaughtered at 
certain designated points within the Dominion 
where large meat-packing ¢oncerns and man- 
articles as are made from 
the refuse of the establishments will be estab- 
lished. This was reported to the State De- 
partment by Consuls in Canada, and the Con- 
sul at Windsor, commenting upon the trade 
and industries of his district, called atten- 
tion to the fact that three trunk 
lines—the Michigan Central, Canadian 

Pacific,‘ and Grand Trunk—center at 

Windsor, the Canadian Pacific having 

a thorough connection with the United States 

west by means of the Wabash. At the pres- 

ent time it is claimed that the Canadian Pa- 
cific is carrying to the sea fully 60 per 
cent of the dressed-beef trade. In addition to 
this, Consul Joslyn also called the addition of 


the department to a state of affairs which he 


thinks may be worthy of the attention of the 
United States Government in the future. 

„Some years ago,” he says, the Western 
roads adopted the practice of carrying 
grain from the far West to the 
seaboard, granting the privilege of 
stopping en route for milling purposes. This

There seems to be little prospect that the 
railroads will accede to the general demand 
for half-fare rates on exhibits both ways.

Itis admitted that 
most of the goods coming here to be exhibited 
at the World’s Fair never will be returned, 
but will be sold here after the Exposition is 
over, and consequently the railroads would 
secure full tariff rates on all goods sent here 
for exhibition. It is admitted the railroads 
are unreasonable in the position they take, 
and if they persist in it untold injury will be 
inflicted on the Exposition. 

Chairman Midgley of the Western Freight 
Association yesterday submitted to the Gen- 
eral Managers of the various roads in the as- 
sociation the fullowing record of the proceed- 
ings of a meeting of Chicago lines held in this 
city May 15 to consider rates on exhibits to 
the World's Fair:

‘ASTONISHED UNCLE SAM’S INSPECTOR. 


Splendid Work of the Life-Saving Crew at 

Evanston. 

Lieut. H. B. Rogers, the Inspector of the 
United States life-saving stations in the 
Eleventh District, made his annual inspection 
of the Northwestern University Life-Saving 
Crew at Evanston yesterday. The crew al- 
ways looks forward to this event with consid- 
erable interest, and takes pains to prepare 


itself in the several drills prior to the coming 


of the Inspector. 

The first drill the Inspector put the life- 
savers through was on the international code. 
This code consists of eighteen signal flags,

The next drill consisted in questioning the 
crew on the rules for resuscitating people ap-

The last and most interesting drill was the 
capsizing and mghting of the large life-boat. 
Until last summer the life-boats used in the 
United States service, all of which are selt- 
bailers, had not been found possible to right 
after the capsize; The Evanston crew, how- 
ever, which is composed of wide-awake stu- 
dents in the university, invented a method 
last year by which the boat can now be 
righted in an incredibly short time. It cun- 
sists of a system of leverage, with ropes at- 
tached to either side of boat-—a simple 
contrivance. “I don’t see why it wasn’t 
thought of before, said one of the crew. An 
important feature of this new method is the 
security with which the men can remain on, the 
capsized boat in case there are not enough 
men to right it. 

“The crew capsized and mghted the boat 
yesterday three times before Inspector Rogers 
and a large crowd. The best record was 
thirty-two seconds. 

The Inspector said that if he had been told 
that it could have been done in that time he 
wouldn't have believed it, and added that they 
would doubt his report on the record at 
Washington. He complimented the crew on 
its splendid condition and superior showing.

WON'T INFLUENCE THE PRICE OF COAL. 


What Local Mine-Owners Think of the Re- 
ported Littler Deal. 


The reported sale in Springfield of the coal 


fields in Sangamon, Christian, and Macoupin 
Counties to a syndicate of English capitalists 


is not regarded by the local mint-owners and 
dig dealers as apt to influence prices or the 
general output from the Illinois fields. The 
mines included in the alleged sale havea 
yearly output of 800,000 tons. Most of this is 
used by the railroads. The Springfield coal 
is cheap in price, but poor in quality, and has 
a ready sale in large quantities. 

‘Granting that the projected company of 
English capitalists has secured the coal prop- 
erties in Sangamon, Christian, and Macoupin 
Counties, itis no more than a drop in the 
bucket,” said Mr: W. P. Rend, the most ex- 
tensive mine-owner in Chicago. “The whole 
State of Illinois is rich in coal deposits and a 
syndicate organized to control the Illinois 
coalfields would practically have to secure an 
option on the whole State. Illinois coal can- 
not compete in quality with the general out- 
put from Indiana, Ohio, or Pennsylvania 
fields, and its almost exclusive sale is in the ter- 
ritory north and west of Illinois. Some of the 
railroads buy Illinois coal extensively on ac- 
count of its cheapness, but none of them is 
dependent on it or buys it exclusively. The 
working of the mines in the counties men- 
tioned by one syndicate cannot affect prices 
in the least de Competition in the 
trade will be at all times brisk and general 

directly dependent on freight 
rates. : 

Outside of the coal properties included in 
the alleged — syndicate deal Jay Gould 
owns a controlling interest in the seventy 
mines running from Springtield to St. Louis, 
whose output is utilized by the Gould rail- 
ways. W. L. Scott of Chicago owns 300,000 
acres in La Salle, and the extent of smaller 
individual holdings is four times greater than 
the mining terri held on the reported op- 
tions of the English syndicate.

The Disease Breaks Out Among Children 
at the Detention Hospital. 

Scariet-fever has broken out among the des- 
titute children who are temporarily housed in 
the Detention Hospital pending their distribu- 
tion among the various schools for their relief 
by the presiding Judge of the insane court. 
County Physician Noble and his assistant, Dr. 
Holden, are in a dilemma as to the proper 
disposition of the afflicted children. The 
County Hospital has no provision for patients 
suffering from contagious or infectious dis- 
eases, so they cannot be sent to — 7

ws or sony of the sudden outbreak County 
Physician Noble said: 

We have thirteen children at present in 
the house and every one of them is liable to 
catch the disease. It is also a matter of dan- 
ger to the attendants and others connected 
with the institution. It is most extraordinary 
that in a city the size of Chi there is no 
hospital for the treatment of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases. There is a smali-pox hos- 
pital here, but its usefulness is con nod to 
that disease. The County Hospital also takes 

atients suffering from typhoid-fever, but this 
is not strictly an infectious disease. For per- 
sons suffering from ap N diphtheria, 
measles, and kindred d ases there is abso- 
lutely no hospital accommodation in Chicago. 
This is a very serious state of affairs 
and must appeal to any thinking person 
forcibly. The fact that such cases inust 
ae kept at home, perhaps, in the midst of a 
nsely populated portion of the city, where 
— is a constant danger that the patient 
may infect a whole neighborhood, is some- 
thing that demands an energetic remedy. My 
suggestion of a remedy would be to fit up 
temporary quarters in the County Hospital 
for such cases till a permanent bui could 
be established.“ 

Health Commissioner Ware was not at his 
office yesterday, but Secretary Kel was of 
the opinion that the case could hardly add to 
the strength of the Commissioner’s desire for 
a hospital for contagious diseases. 


A COMPETITOR FOR MR. YERE ES. 


Terms of an Ordinance Drafted by a West 
Side Electric Road Company. 

The Chicago and Jefferson Urban Transit 
company will present to the City Council at 
its next meeting an ordinance for passage, 
granting the company the right to construct 
and operate a double-track electric railway in 
and over the following streets: Beginning on 
Monroe street aad Canal, running thence to 
Morgan, to Fulton, to Western avenue, to 
Grand avenue, to Armitage avenue. The com- 
pany claims to have the signatures of two- 
thirds of the property-owners fronting on its 
proposed right o ds and offers to keep Ful- 
ton, Morgan, and Monroe streets along its 
right of way in good repair from curb to curb 
fee to theo and also to pay an annual license 

to the city of $1,000 per mile for its four 
of right of way on the 
hee streets. By the terms of the ordinance 
the company agrees to charge no more than a 
5-cent fare; to run sufficient cars to accommo- 
date the public ; to have every car well-heated 
between the months of November and March; 
to pay a license fee of $50 per annum for each 
car it operates, and to etecute a bond to the 
city for the faithful observance of all the 
conditions of the ordinance. The franchise i is 
asked for twenty years and the ordinance is 
to be void if the company fails to file its ac- 
ceptance and bond within ninety days of the 
passage of the ordinance.

THE SPEED OF INSECTS 


The Fly Makes 600 Strokes a Second When 
in a Hurty. 

There are many insects which one would 
little suspect to be furnished with apparatus 
suited to swift and © or less continuous 
flight. House flies frequent the inside of our 
windows, buzzing sluggishly in and out of 
the room. But what different creatures are 
they when they accompen y you on a hot 
summer’s day. Aswarm ¥ 1 little pests 
keep pertinaciously on about your 

; quicken your 
with you; let a gust of ‘and carry 
them backward and behind, the breeze hav- 
ing dropped their speed is redoubled, and 
they return to their post of annoyance. But 
this example gives only a partial proof of 
the fly’s power of flight, as the following will 
show: The writer was traveling one day in 
autumn by rail, at about twenty-five miles an 
hour, when a company of flies put in an ap- 
pearance at the carriage window, 

They never settled but eusily kept pace with 
the train; so much so, indeed, that their flight 
seemed to be almost mechanical, and a 
thought struck the writer that they had 
probably been drawn into a sort of vortex, 
whereby they. were carried onward with but 
little exertion on the part of themselves. But 
this was soon disproved. They sallied forth 
at right angles from the train, flew to a dis- 
tance of thirty or forty feet. still keepin 

pace, and then returned with increase 
rea and buoyancy to the window. To ac- 
count for this look at the wings of a fly. Each 
is composed of an 21 lower membrane, 
between which the vessels and respira- 
tory organs ramify so as to form a delicate 
. =. for the extended wings. These are 
used with great n and probably 600 
strokes are e per second. This would 
carry the fly about 25 feet, but a sevenfold 
velocity can easily be obtained, making 125 
feet per second, so that under certain circum- 
stances it can outstrip a race horse. —New- 
castle Times.

Wasuinertos, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special, oe 
Venezuela does not take kindly to reciprocity 
with the Uni States. Mr. Scruggs, the 
American Minister, is now on his way to this 
country with a revised proposition for submis- 
sion to the Diplomatie Department. It ap- 
pears that when the question was being dis- 


| cussed between representatives of the United 


States and Venezuela the Minister from the 
latter republic, who was authorized to negoti- 
ate a treaty, cheerfully acceded to every prop- 
osition advanced on the part of tne United 
States. This was unexpected at the State De- 


partment, for many articles had been inserted 


with the view to being struck out if any objec- 
tion was raised. But no such obstacles marred 
the deliberations, and the treaty as agreed to 
at Washington was sent to Venezuela 
for final ratification. Upon reaching 
the President of Venezuela he dis- 
covered, so he said, that to grant. the cessions 
made by the document would decrease the 
revenues of the republic at least 82 per cent, 
and so the subject was turned over to the Ven- 
ezuelan Congress. That body did not want 
to incur the displeasure of the United States 
Government by a formal rejection of the treaty 
and so they in turn tranferred it to the Presi- 
dent for such action as he might deem fit. So 
the matter stands at present, and while the 
treaty has nct been returned .to the Govern- 
ment of the United States marked rejected, 
still there is no likelihood that in its present 
shape it ‘4-4 be 2 to the 2

THE HARDWOOD FLOOR, 


Every Woman Would Like to Know How 
It May Be Cleaned. 

Brush off the dust with a soft hair or feather 
brush, or wipe it with any cloth of a .soft 
texture. If the cloth is slightly moist the dust 
will adhere to it more readily, but wipe with a 
dry cloth afterward. 

If there be any dirt that will not come with 
wiping, wash it off thoroughly with clean 
water, using soap if necessary, which also 
cleanse off with 2 water as quickly as 
possible and wipe a 

When the face of floor begins to look 
worn and shabby after cleansing of the dirt 
and wiping dry, if water has been used, rub 
the surface all over nicely with a cloth moist- 
ened with a few drops of oil if the floor has a 
hard oil finish, or brush it lightly with thin 
shellac if it has a shellac surface. 

After the finish is worn down to the surface 
ofthe wood, sandpaper the floor all over 
evenly and give it another coat of shellac or 
hard oil finish, after which continue to keep 
as before,
